The action of Ihe 
I machine generates an 
electrical

i rent that is brought *o play on m e ac- 
j cumulated dirt, and in the form of an 
i intense heat and the rubbish is burned 
as fast as it is gathered. This feature 
saves frequent trip-- to the dump and 
the light dust that remains is a

CAPTAIN TELLS 
OF SEADISASTER 


Declares Crew Worked Hard 


to Save Volturno. 


418 MEN KILLED 
IN WELSH MINE 


HO PM IC DUNING IH E FIRE 


Commander of Doomed Ship Gives De­ 


tails of Disaster Which Cost 136. 


Lives. 


New York, Oct. l o —The steamship 
Kroonland, bringing nearly a hundred 
survivors of the Volturno disaster to 
this port, has developed a flaw in her 
crank 
shaft which is retarding her 
speed. 
Captain Francis Inch, of the Vol­ 
turno, sent his story of the disaster, 
w hich cost 136 lives by wireless from ; 
the Kroonland, on which lie is being j 
brought to New York, to the officers of 
the Uranium Aine. 
‘ At 6.50 a. nu. Oct. 9, 1913 latitude 
49.12 north, longitude 34.51 west, lire, 
was reported in hold No. I by the 
chief officer,” Captain Inch's narrative 
reads. “At 6.55 a. nu flames were burn­ 
ing through No. I hatches, setting fire 
to the forecastle and all deck fittings. 
I slowed the ship down and kept her 
before the wind to enable us to put the 
steam extinguishers in operation, also 
three fire hose from deck connections, j 
The 
flames 
were 
gaining 
rapidly, 
reaching the height of the foremast 
light and imprisoning the watch be­ 
low, who were burned to death iu the 
forecastle. 
“A series of explosions now occur­ 
red, wrecking the saloon and hospital 
amidships, the compass and steering 
gear being also damaged by the ex­ 
plosions. I gave orders to get help by 
wireless as soon as the flames burnt 
the hatches. 
"It seemingly being impossible to 
save the ship, I had boats provisioned 
and swung out. The ship was rolling 
heavily. 
Boats Nos. 13 and 5 were 
smashed, hut No. 2 was lowered in 
the water with cabin passengers and 
stewardess, in charge of H. U. Miller, 
chief officer. After this boat left the 
ship slie capsized, throwing her occu­ 
pants Into the water. She afterwards 
righted herself and several of the crow 
got b a c k Into the boat, the chief offi­ 
cer being one of them. 
"The No. ii boat was lowered and 
got away safely, filled with steerage 
passengers, In charge of Fourth Officer 
l,ans?M*ll. 
The No. 7 boat on being 
lowered was caught under the stern 
of tho ship, the boat boing wrecked. 
"Meanwhile the chief engineer, two 
seamen and myself fought the flames. 
I gave ord* rs to send no more boats, 
away, as I had received word from the 
('a m a n ia that she was hoping to lie 
with us by ll a. nu Life belts were 
put on each passenger. The passengers 
now became calmer. Food was served 
to them. 
"At 9 a. rn. the bunker wrns found 
to be ablaze. It being Impossible to 
stop the fire iii the bunker on account 
of gases, the water tight covers were 
closed and water poured down the 
No 2 hatch into the fire, but the fire 
was gaining all the time. 
"At ll a. n u Lh** (’a m a n ia arrived 
?*nd 
lowered a boat, Gut could not 
reach the ship on account of the high 
roan. I ask cm! the Carmania to look for 
the No. 2 boat. The steam ship Seydiitz 
arrived and lowered boats, which could 
not reach us. 
"Several steamships had arrived by 
•lunk. The Kl Holland put away boats, 
which made four attem pts to come 
alongside, but were swept away each 
time. 
"At 9.30 p. nu the saloon and chart 
house were blazing. Tile deck. bridg* 
and all before the tunnel were burning 
fiercely. Our pumps and dynamo stop 
ped for want of steam. The Marron! 
operators were working wdth the ae 
rum inators until ll p. nu, when the 
magazine on the bridge blew up, car­ 
rying the aerial aw'av. 
"S V e ra ! boats try this time 
were 
lying off the ship They induced passen 
vers to jinnj> and they were rescued 
by boats. Th** fire meanwhile worked 
through Hie worn* n ’s steerage to the 
after end of the ship. but we kept the 
knowledge of this from th** passengers 
who were quiet throughout the rest ol 
th** night. 
"The chief engineer, the Marconi 
men and seamen and myself passed th* 
night making small rafts In ease th* 
tire burned through the deck before 
daylight. 
"At 5.15 a. nu the first boat arrived 
W eather and sea having moderated 
boats were enabled to come alongside 
the ship, which enabled passengers tr 
embark quickly. All tho steamship- 
uround the ship sent boats. Now we 
wore enabled to load three boats with 
passengers at once. 
The passenger? 
left in an orderly way and there wa- 
no panic, women breaking down an* 
crying when help was alongside, and 
all, about too passengers, were oft th* 
ship by 8 a. nu 
I searched the shit 
myself and found no one else on boar*! 
so decided to abandon her, as th* 
No. 3 hatch was well alight by now 
so with remainder of the crew I em 
barked on board the Kroonland. 
"The ship was abandoned in lati 
t tide 49.30 north, longitude 34.57 west.’

Blast W as So Terrific That Country 


For Miles Around Wa3 Shaken as 


Though By an Earthquake. 


Cardiff, Wales, Oct. 15.- More than 
400 Welsh miners perished, it Is be­ 
lieved, from fire and afterdamp in the 
Universal colliery near here. A terri­ 
ble 
explosion 
shattered 
the 
works 
shortly after 931 men had descended 
into the pit. 
About 500 were brought to the su r­ 
face alive by rescue parties. The res­ 
cued miners, the members of th** life­ 
saving gangs and the officials of the; 
mine declared that they could hold out 
no hope for the miners still below. 
The 
men brought to the surface 
were found on the east side of tho 
mine, where the ventilation remained 
fairly good. On the west side, where 
the explosion occurred, tire soon added 
its terrors and the rescue parties were 
linable to make any progress. 
, All the men in the east side of the 
mine reached the surface, but 41S were. J 
still in the working*-- in tile west side, | 
which were on fire. Colonel Pearson, J 
chief inspector of mines, in giving this 
Information, added: "Th** fire is in the; 
intake airway and everything Is being 
done to cope with it. We are hoping 
to the last.” 
Most of the rescued men presented 
a pitiable appearance. Nearly all were 
suffering from burns, shock or the ef­ 
fects of poisonous gases. It is feared a 
number of them will die. 
So violent was the explosion that 
the country for miles 
around 
was 
shaken as though by' an earthquake, j 
and it was feared at first that all the ' 
entombed men bail boeu 
burned to 
death or blown to bits. Cardiff trem- J 
bled from the shoek. 
The day shift of 931 men descended , 
the shafts in th** cages. An bour after J 
wards a deafening report brought th*• i 
residents In the vicinity of the m in e' 
running to the pit head, where they 
found that the ventilating and Inditing 
machinery at th** top of the shafts 
had been blown to atoms by the ex- j 
plosion. A mon who had been working 
sixty feet away had been decapitated 
by the force of the blast. 
Resee parties of miners were soon * 
on the seen** making preparations to 1 
save their comrades The fiery reputa­ 
tion of the intne, however, gave little j 
hojH* that any of tho*** below could be i 
rescued alive. 
The families of the miners rushed 
to the mouth of the pit, frantic In their 
grief ami anxlotv and determined to* 
sacrifice their own lives lf necessary 
in an attempt to save thn«e penned in 
the shaft. 
Hundreds of others, led by 
curiosity or the desire to give aid, ; 
clustered about the pit mouth 
Special trains and automobiles bear­ 
ing rescue apparatus, medical 
sup- \ 
piles, doctors and nurses sped to the 
scene. A first abl hospital and a tem-1 
l>ornry morgue were erected side by I 
side not far from the shaft opening. 
Th*1 excitement grew to sm-h an 
extent that 
hundreds of constables 1 
were placed on duty around th** head 
of the mine. Lines were formed to 
keep the grief stricken relative* of the 
penned up miners from danger. 
When the call was given f°r volun , 
terns to enter the mine at the risk of 
their own lives, hundreds of miners 
(lashed forward and begged to be a1- . 
lowed to loin In th** relief work. 
The owners of the mine express the 
belief that a blast exploded the r*»al 
dust.
